>First, allow me to apologize for coming down hard on Russ 
>about Chlordane. My concern was that while Chlordane has 
>not been available to the general public for many years, 
>there is a sizable amount tucked away in basements and 
>garages from the days when it was popular. The big worry is 
>that a person would suffer repeated exposure if it were used 
>on books.

>If I may philosophize a little (and there is a Boatanchor 
>connection), Chlordane is representative of a number of 
>things that were pulled from the market because some people 
>just could not use it wisely. Proper subsoil treatment with 
>Chlordane gave excellent termite protection, and if the 
>application were performed properly, produced little danger 
>to people, animals or the environment. But unfortunately, 
>it was abused - both by the public itself and even by not- 
>so-professional exterminators. This lead to its removal 
>from the market. Modern termiticide barriers generally work 
>for about five years compared to the 20+ years for 
>Chlordane. 

> 

>Some things were pulled from the market, however, like white 
>lead (litharge) in paint where the replacement material 
>(usually titanium dioxide) worked far better. Selenium 
>rectifiers, when they failed, emitted toxic fumes. But one material that 
>was pulled without an adquate 

>replacement, and an important one to restorers of old radio 
>gear, was 1,1,2-trichloro-1,2,2-trifluoroethane, Freon-TF or 
>Freon 113. This was the ideal electronic solvent for 
>contact cleaners, degreasers, etc. It was nonflammable, had 
>a relatively low toxicity, a low surface tension, was denser 
>than water, harmed virtually no plastics or paints, 
>evaporated quickly, and it was an excellent solvent for both 
>silicone and conventional petroleum oils and greases. 

> 

>No present solvent possesses all these properties. Some are 
>not too flammable, but they attack many plastics. Others 
>leave most plastics unharmed, but they are extremely 
>flammable. Some are rather toxic, and some evaporate quite 
>slowly. Where I once had a can of Freon TF, I now have to 
>have about five to seven different solvents depending on the 
>application.

>I do not deny that Freon TF is an ozone destroying CFC, but 
>its use was minsicule compared to the amount of refrigerant 
>Freon CFC's released each year by defective automobile air 
>conditioners Until a universal replacement is found, I guess we
